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It is indicated in above-mentioned Publications 2 and 3 that the winding directions of 
adjacent inductors are mutually opposite. 

It is indicated in above-mentioned Publications 4 and 5 that each of the inductors has a coil 
axis that is parallel to the lamination direction of the insulating layers, and that the capacitor that 
is connected to one end of at least one inductor out of the inductors constituting the low-pass 
filter and the capacitor that is connected to the other end are disposed in different positions in the 
direction of lamination of the insulating layers. 

Furthermore, the relative dielectric constant of the insulating layers and the ratio of the 
vertical dimension to the^horizontal dimension of the coil conductor patterns are matters that 
could appropriately be set by a person skilled in the art.

It is indicated in above-mentioned Publication 3 that one end of the inductor of the >^h-stage 
low-pass filter and one end of the inductor of the adjacent (^+l)-th-stage low-pass filter are 
electrically connected on the upper-layer side of the substrate, and that the other end of the 
inductor of the above-mentioned (/:-i-l)-th-stage low-pass filter and one end of the inductor of the 
(^+2)-th-stage low-pass filter are electrically connected on the lower-layer side of the above- 
mentioned substrate.
